CANADA IS AGAINST TITLES 


The Daily On tario: With the]: 
signing of peace we are likely to 
have another grand title-shower, 
That supreme occasion will fur- 
nish too excellent an excuse to be 
over-looked by the title-giver and 
title-seeker. Garters and ribbons 
galore will be scattered broad- 
east. What an ideal opportunity 
for the Canadian people to show 
its sympathy with new world- 
democracy by declaring definitely 
against the bestowal of any more 
titles on Cenadians. Canadians 
are fed up on this title business. 
The broad masses of the people 
of this country are distinctly hos- 
tile to any further ‘‘honors”’ that 
tend to build up anew a class dis- 
tinction that has been consider- 
ably leveled by the war. More 
and more Canada is becoming a 
country where a man stands on 
his own feet. Personal achieve- 
ment now counts for more than 
the degree of ‘‘blue” blood in the 
veins of one’s grandmother. 
One’s pedigree doesn’t matter so 
much now as does ‘“‘making 
good.” 

It was also a plank in the plat- 
form of the Agricultural Couneil 
of Canada. For many years it 
has been demanded by labor. In 
some ¢:s2s a title is honestly 
earned by service to the nation, 
but the great majority are se 
cured by political or social pull. 
And as those who really deserve 
a title are invariably too big to 
care about it or need it, why not 
end the whole thing once for all 
by cutting out the cheap imita- 
tions of “‘barons,’”’ ‘‘knights,’’ 
and the like. The Canadian peo 
ple know well how to konor their 
great men without sending to 
London for a title. As for the 
others, they exasperate with ti 
paradings and ostentation, help- 
ing to foster the unrest of w hich 
we have at the present time more 
than is consistent with safety. To 
abolish titləs in Canada has be 
come © necassary move, and, bar- 
ting e ia snobbish eireles at 
Gctawe, ani and Montreal, 
which would be jarred to their 
centers, it would be a popular 
move.

It was a difficult task to select 
from the thousands of acts of un- 
usual bravery performed by Ameri- 
can soldiers in France a few that 
stood out above all others, General 
Pershing’s staff undertook the task, 
however, so that the mosi excep- 
tional cases might be given the pub- 
licity they deserve. Below are the 
stories of the feats that won for sume 
of the American fighters the coveted 
Distinguished Service Cross. 





HARRY GROVER O'CONNOR,
